The IG met to review the following Working Group papers 
for submission to the NSC: 


1. Interim Restraints: OSD explained its view that our 
interim restraints regime should distance the Administration 
from SALT in some way in order to correct the perception that 
the U.S. is complying with SALT II and to provide a basis for 
opposing ratification of that treaty. OSD indicated that it 
would provide language for the NSC paper. 


2. Consensus Issues: OSD questioned the use of temporal 
qualifications in some of the positions (e.g., “at this time"). 
Other agencies indicated that this was intended to indicate 
eventual flexibility and was an element of the consensus on 
those specific issues. OSD did not consider this appropriate. 


3. Force Reconstitution: The IG decided to send the 
paper to the Working Group for detailed review and redrafting. 


4. Mobile ICBMs: The Chairman of the START delegation 
expressed his preference for a ban on mobile ICBMs, so 
defined as to permit deceptive basing... All others held the 
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view that we should make no decision on mobile ICBMs in 
START at least until the MX basing issue is resolved. 


5. Collateral Constraints: The IG briefly discussed 
i some of the issues, but the Chairman indicated that the 
entire package required further study. 
The IG called a Working Group meeting for later 


that day and another IG meeting for May 18, to complete 
review of these papers.

The IG met again to discuss the papers for submission 
to the NSC. 


1) Interim Restraints: OSD indicated its intention 
to supply new language for its option in time to meet the 
NSC deadline. ; 


2) Consensus Issues: Recommendations regarding inter- 
continental cruise missiles and the exclusion of FB-1lll were A 
deleted because of disagreement over the inclusion of 
temporal qualifications (e.g., "at this time"). The recom- 
mendation on ICBM rapid reload capabilities was to be 
relocated in the refire/reconstitution paper. 


3) Mobile ICBMs: The IG approved the paper for submis- 
sion to the NSC. 


4) ICBM Reconstitution and Collateral Constraints: 
The IG decided that these issues were not ready for NSC 
decision (although in the matter of collateral constraints 
the NSC would be informed that the IG agreed in principle 
on the need for counting rules and an exchange of baseline 
data). The IG and its Working Group would concentrate on 
these issues with the intention to provide recommendations 
or options for NSC decision prior to the Ppensng: of START 
negotiations. 
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
